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Commissioner for Patents 
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Sir: 

The Applicant hereby petitions to withdraw the holding of abandonment in the above 
referenced case, on the basis that the Notice of Allowance forming the basis of the abandonment 
was not received. 

On January 14, 2005 we conducted a status check for the above referenced application by 
checking the PAIR record. At that time we first learned that a Notice of Allowance for the 
above-referenced application was apparently mailed on June 1, 2004. At the same time, we first 
learned that the case was abandoned. After investigating the matter, it is my understanding and 
belief that the Notice of Allowance, mailed on June 1, 2004, was never received by our office. 

A Notice of Abandonment for failure to pay an issue fee was apparently mailed on 
January 13, 2005. The Notice of Abandonment was received in our office on January 18, 2005. 

It is our belief that the Notice of Allowance was mailed to the wrong address. 
Specifically, on May 6, 2004, we filed a Power of Attorney by Assignee and Revocation of 
Previous Powers. This new power also included a Change of Correspondence Address. A copy 
of that Power of Attorney is enclosed herewith. We also enclose a copy of our return receipt 
postcard, that accompanies the Power of Attorney, which bears a PTO received date stamp of 
May 10, 2004 (which was approximately three weeks before the mailing of the Notice of 
Allowance). 

After realizing the case was abandoned, we contacted the Examiner who forwarded us a 
copy of the Notice of Allowability on January 27' 2005. However, he was unable to forward a 
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copy of the Form PTOL-85. Accordingly, we had an Associate obtain a copy of the Form 
PTOL-85. We received this copy on February 3, 2005. Upon review of the Notice of Allowance 
it can be seen that the Notice was not mailed to our offices. Rather it was mailed to a prior 
attorney of record, whose powers had been revoked in the papers filed on May 10, 2004. 

In the late August or early September 2004 timeframe we attempted to check the status of 
the above referenced application. At that time we were unable to access PAIR to check the 
status of the application. We learned that this was due to the fact that the Power of 
Attorney/Change of Correspondence address had not yet been entered into the system. 
Accordingly, on September 2, 2004 we faxed a copy of the previously filed Power of Attorney to 
the Patent Office, together with a copy of the return receipt postcard showing that the Power of 
Attorney/Change of Correspondence address had been filed on May 10, 2004. Based on the 
PAIR record, it appears that this paper was not entered into the file until December 28, 2004. 

In response to the Notice of Allowance, we are enclosing a form PTOL-85 Issue Fee 
Transmittal together with the required fees. Accordingly, it is believed that this case is now in 
condition to pass to issue. 

If for any reason this Petition to Withdraw a Holding of Abandonment is refused, please 
consider this a Petition to Revive an Unavoidably Abandoned Application and charge any 
additional required fees to our Deposit Account No. 50-0388. 

If for any reason both the Petition to Withdraw a Holding of Abandonment and the 
Petition to Revive an Unavoidably Abandoned Application are refused, please consider this a 
Petition to Revive an Unintentionally Abandoned Application and charge any additional required 
fees to our Deposit Account No. 50-0388. The undersigned states that the abandonment of this 
application was entirely unintentional. 

Based on the foregoing and the fact that the Notice of Allowance was never received by 
our office (which should have been the correspondence address at the time the Notice of 
Allowance was mailed), it is respectfully submitted that the holding of abandonment should be 
withdrawn and that a new Notice of Allowance should be mailed that provides a new period for 
response.
